A*ui.txn, P*., April 97.— The mining 
patch on the nutakirt* of town wera 
thrilled with excitement this afternoon 
when It was reported that four men were 
killed in the tunnel cillery. People left 
their homes at oncu, and men, wuuieu and 
children hurried to the mouth of the 
ahaft. There tlmy were told that u pillar 
down in tho in i no had collapnod, culling 
off live men at least from the ventilated 
part of the mine, and they might be 
suffocated to death. Ilruvt- men went to 
the relief of the imprisoned minora to dig 
them out of their underground prlaon. 
When the pillar fell all avenue of esnipe 
was cut off. While the men were busy at 
work digging for the unfortunntcn tiiolr 
relative* iu teara about the mine wero be- 
moanliig their fate. Finally word wa* re- 
ceived above that the unfortunate* had 
been reached. The weeping people be- 
came ailenl in their eagerneas to know 
tho woraL The announcement that the 
men bad been suffocated to death was re 
i-clved with loud lumeiitaliona. Then one 
by ono the bodioa wero delated to the sur 
face in the cage. Aa the begrimed bodies 
were Idenllllttl by the stricken wive* and 
llttlo onea tho ai-ene was heart touching 
In the extreme. The victims are Marry 
dill, lire bote, aged thirty live, mmm-d, 
leaves wife and four children; Mu luiel 
Bohanna, aged twenty aix, wife and 
twuamall children, Harry Maraon, "aged 
thirty Ave, just married a mouth; Daniel 
Finn, aged thirty live years, leave* a wife 
and eight daughter*, the oldest fifteen 
yeara; F.bonrror Francis, uged about tlur 
ty, a forelgnor, only in thia country almul 
six mouths, and had taken another man'a 
place us substitute for to day. Tbo col 
liery wa* operated by the Philadelphia and 
Heading Hullroad Company.

They have applied 
time and again to the Htate author!- 
Ilea lo do Ihelr duty In repairing the canal 
hut w ithout effect The near upproach to 
success in the last IjCglsluturc made the 
failure all the more eiaspcratiiiit. and the 
fanner* whoae landa are damaged have 
taken the law into their own hauda. Tho 
two thousand acre* which the reservoir 
coven would make the best land iu tho 
Htate, but liesldes tin* laud, which would 
revert to the Htate. the condition of the res- 
ervoir niakea worthle** nearly twenty- 
live thousand acre* ol private land. Weal 
of the reservoir. If it hud bettfl kepi in re- 
pair and fre.h water in it no one would 
have objected, but no one has any faith 
that It will lie done, and the jieoplo 
don't wunt the canal under any oircafn- 
atancea.

Burns, 
ii wealthy ami highly i-opccicd rainier, 
wa* engaged In painting the shingles of 
his barn, which three men wore nailing 
down. All four were stiindiugou n brac'ket 
scaffold, twenty feet from the ground. A 
calf running at hu ge with a rope around 
It* BeaTi managed lo wrap the rope several 
times around one of the posts used to sti|i- 
port the scaffolding at an angle of fifty do- 
grees. One of Die workmen noticed Hie 
fact, and u na nhuul to descend the ladder 
and liberate the calf, when the annual 
made a sudden spring, jerked the inpport 
from nu dor one end of the scaffold, precip- 
itating all four of the men to the ground. 
Mr. Burns fell with the back of his head 
on a fouiiilatmn stone, crushing his skull 
anil died instantly. Robert Newton was

hla recovery. Tho other men wore net se- 
riously hurt.

♦l.\4t«17. lho price paid the gold- 
beutera for this gold was til.tSfJ ."*J. There 
was 2711 barrels of binder paatn usod, 
weighing about 09,000 pounds. There waa 
■27 sheepskins usod, 7.221 goatakius and 
i:.» calfskins. As none of these skin* 
were split, it represents, of course, tha 
killing of an equal number of anunnlo. 
There were about .'sM.MIll reams of paper 
used iu the printing, which weighed about 
I,*!:!.**! pounda or II0WV ton*. This put 
into one piece would make a strip two feet 
wide and l.n*2\ miles long.

Deplorable Result of a Hunband's 
Jealousy. 



III. Wife Loses Her Itrason and suddenly 
llle*. and the Beibaad Heroines a Itav- 
lug Maniac. 

IxniAXAniLis, Uto., April 2!!.— Mrs. Wil- 
liam Mantle, and estimable lady of this 
city, died lust night under circumstances 
which have excited tho d eo|icst cnmmlBcra- 
linn in her behalf, and great indignation 
against her husband. A few day* ago tha 
btuband filed suit fnr divorce, alleging 
that Mrs. Mantle had held illicit relations 
with a well-known business man, 
and later with a demand against 
him for flti.txm damegea, in applying 
for which Mantle expressly stipu- 
lated that whatever benefit might uccrue in 
u judgment uguinst the defendant, it should 
be applied solely to the woman whom ho 
had cast aside. BlBefl tho first suit was 
llled Mrs. Mantle has been greatly excited, 
and it was evident that she wa* rapidly 
losing her mind. Yesterday morning she 
was found in the wood shed, where sho 
had slept all night, and when she was ta- 
ken inin tho house it was plain thut her 
mind was gnne. Lust night some friends 
were sitting up with her when sho sud- 
denly fell from her chair and expired, 
having bOea stricken with paralysis, as a 
result of her intense mental excitoment. 
Mantle learned of his wife's death this 
morning und became frantic from grief. 
Hei/ing a gun he started out Ui kill tho 
mun whom he charged with all hi* trouble, 
but was captured and u guard placed over 
him ut his house, lluriug the day he tic- 
came violently insane, und could la- kept 
quiet only by the use of opiate*. When 
not under their influence ho is unmanage- 
able several men being required 
to hold him in bed. He llrmly believes 
thai the man was guilty of the act* 
charged, but It ia generally thought that 
there was no foundation for his jealousy. 
A post mortem wus held on tho remains nf 
Mrs. Mantle to-<lay, upon tho demand of 
the neighbors, but nothing wus found lo 
justify the suspicion of foul play upon tho 
part of her husband. Her death was im- 
mediately caused by the bursting of a 
blood vessel at the base of the brain, and 
this was, no doubt, caused by intense tncu- 
lu! excitement.

A niched Rattle Between Them In Ka.t

Bt. Lot'is, May 1— Fnr some time past 
tho city of East Bt. Louis has been in- 
fested with a lot of tramps and idle, 
worthless fellows, who s|ient most of 
their time peddling small articles which 
the police were satiafled wero »tplen. The 
tramps had a camp in the eastern outskirts 
of the city, and to-day, Chief of Police 
Walsh ordored it to be broken up and the 
trumps driven out of the city. Lieutenant 
Erwin, with fifteen officers, went to the 
ramp this forenoon and ordered the trumps 
to di»per»o and leave the city. They paid 
no attention to the order* and the po- 
lice advanced to arrest them, firing 
two or three shot* in the air to in- 
timidate them. To tho grout *ur- 
prlsc of tho police the tramp* re- 
turned the fire, but luckily without effect- 
The peUOB then charged the cuinp in force, 
firing as they advanced and tho tramp* til- 
ed in all directions, some of them plunging 
into a slough near by and swimming for 
their lives. All of thorn got outside of the 
city and joined another camp, where 
the consolidated forces, defied the police. 
The latter, having no authority out- 
*ido tho city, mado no further 
effort* to arrest the fugitives 
hut left a ntrong guard on tho spot to pre- 
vent them from re-entering tho city. On 
going over the Held ugain the police found 
ono of the tramp* grouning on the gronnd 
wltb a pistol ball in his spino. Ho was 
token to the County Hospital, und will 
probably die. The sheriff of tho county 
ha* been notified of the congregation of 
armed tramps in his territory, but it is not 
known what action he will take.

A LENIENT VERDICT. 

Aa Assertion That tha Jury In th* Watt- 
Seliwart* Cat*. Bread, If at All, an tha 
Side of Jlerey to the Culprit*. 

Commenting on tho verdict of im* 
prisonment for life pronouncod by tho 
Jury against the prisoners on tri:d for 
the murder of Express Messenger 
Nichols, the Chicago Herald Bays: 

It was tho instant and unanimous 
verdict of the jury that tried Watt and 
Schwartz that both were guilty of the 
atrocious murder of Kellogg Nichols. 
Such a conviction was forocd, prob- 
ably, upon the minds of most persons 
who followed the trinl as reported in 
lho nowspapcrs. The verdict was im- 
prisonment for life. If these men wero 
guilty the deatli penalty might more 
properly havo bcon pronounced upon 
them, for tho killing of a brave man en- 
gaged in tlie faithful performance of a 
duty, defending his trust fearlessly and 
aggressively until stricken down by 
vulgar robbers who, for protection, 
probably, from the consequences of 
their crime, becamo assassins. Wits not 
only an actrocious, it wasjtlso a despi- 
cable crime. Tho mere robbery would 
have justified the imposition of a long 
term of imprisonment upon the offend- 
ers. The crime deepened into murder, 
is not sufficiently condcraued, the 
assassins are not adequately punished, 
short of the gibbet. It is odd, then, 
that where there was such unanimity 
of conclusion as to the guilt of tho 
accused and a scntenco which 
might bo regarded as morcifnl 
under the circumstances, any sug- 
gestion should be offered that tho 
punishment named by tho jury is ex- 
treme. The prisoners are entitled to 
the usual review, but upon the finding 
of their guilt, a finding generally con- 
ceded to accord with the fact, tin y are 
untitled to no consideration whatever. 
If guilty, they may thank their stars 
that tlie jury has been so lenient as to 
give them a life sentence. 

Tho case seems to have been fairly 
tried. The Slate was zealous anil inde- 
fatigable. Tlie dofenso was the st ron/» 
est that could be made. It is highly 
improbable that the jury has erred. To 
seek sympathy for Ihe prisoners while 
admitting their guilt is ridiculous. In 
tho horrible crime there wasn't a single 
mitigating circumstance.

Her complexion, though likened by 
Brantoino to alabaster and ivory, doos 
not seem to have possessed tho clear- 
ness and brilliancy which the compari- 
son implies; for Sir James Melville, 
though anxious to vindicate his Quoon's 
claim to be considered "very lovely" 
and "the fairest lady in her country," 
acknowledged that -she wus less 
"white" than Elizabeth.

It has come about becausa 
moral elements in the party have 
concluded to recur to those funda- 
mental principles that made its ear- 
ly history ; It, is a defeat for the ar- 
rogant, unrepresentative and cor- 
rupt machine, and it is a distinct 
triumph far the farces af indepen- 
dence and progress. 

The men in whoso hands the party 
control had latterly fallen did not 
count on the advance which has 
been made since thoso days when 
great national issues denominated 
the State, and when the wiser, lead- 
ership of Senator Anthony was for- 
tified by higher impulses, and had 
not degenerated into sordid meth- 
ods. The fact that the demonstra- 
tion ol yesterday was the result of 
an unorganized revolt makes it tho 
more significant and impressive. 
It betokens a healthy and a wide 
awakening. In the more placid 
national outlook, people have now 
every incentive to attend to matters 
of home government that are of su- 
preme importance and Rhode Is- 
land has taken up a too long-neg- 
lected dutv.

"One day as I sat alone j saw my 
wife's little brother c^me running 
from school. He parao up to me

He 
shot at Bill Carter in my yard, and 
after that I ran him away from near 
the samo placo, and ran him to the 
top of the hill at Dave Carter's.

At that time I did not 
know he had loft me, and when it 
was donp I aimed to go to Tom,but 
did not see him or find him till tho 
next morning. So I went to whore 
we were to go that night tq chucrh. 
He wag not there, but thp next morn- 
ing he came out to John Carter's 
and told that they were going to 
kill me, and that I had better leave 
till they became satisfied abpnt it 
and then oomo bank home.

Yes, I'll do it every tiipe, pud no 
man blames me for it, lot I had to 
do it to save my own life. Now, ns 
he did not get to kill me I am bet- 
ter satisfied to die than if ho had
